SEQUOIA NATIONAL PARK 
‘JPI—Two giant sequoia trees, in 
| the Sierra Nevada range where 
people from throughout the 
¡world come to see the oldest 
¡and largest living things, are 
j making news. 
| 
The redwood giants have 
been something of a mystery, 
and certainly one of nature’s 
most awe-inspiring attractions, 
since their discovery little more 
than a century ago. They have 
lived the longest of anything 
known, with the possible excep­ 
tion of their gnarled, scraggly 
eastern Sierra neighbor, the 
bristle cone pine. 


These trees have survived 
hundreds of forest fires over 
the centuries, the ravages 
clearly written in the bark 
and tree crests. Many are 
from 3,000 to 4,000 years old. 


Last March 23 the evening 
sky behind Giant Forest Lodge 
in Sequoia National Park was. 
illumined by a bolt of lightning 
that gave newr fuel for an old 
discussion about the fire-re- 
sistance of the big trees. It 
struck a 240-foot sequoia and 
started a fire in the upper 
trunk that burned steadily fori 
a week. 


Many of these trees havej 
been hit by lightning. Some * 
were destroyed outright. But | 
literature does not reveal an­ 
other instance of a tree being 
consumed by fire. 
Only after 
it had burned down to about 
100 feet and fire hoses were 
played on it, was the flame ex­ 
tinguished. 


Witnesses said two large 
limbs 
knocked 
from 
the 
trunk by lightning left holes 


into the hollow' center that 
seemed to create a strong 
draft. This gave the fire the 
force of a blast furnace. 


On June 23 another sequoia, 
275 feet tall and some 30 feet 
in diameter, crashed only a 
mile away and carried two 
large sugar pines with it. The 
top 125 to 150 feet shattered 
with such force against a gran­ 
ite outcropping that nothing 
but splintered chunks— many 
weighing tons — r e m a i n e d 
strewn over» the mountainside. 
Beneath the trunk lay the sugar 
pines, themselves so large they 
would dwarf companions in 
any ordinary forest. 


“ It is not a rare thing,” 
said park naturalist Harry 
Robinson, “ for a sequoia to 
fall; that is how most of them 
finally come to an end. A few 
have succumbed to lightning. 
None is known to have died 
‘on its feet’ from disease, in­ 
sects or old age.” 


No other tree is like a se­ 
quoia. 
The 
gigantea, 
native 
only in the western Sierra Ne­ 
vada range, with a maximum 
known diameter of 35 to 40 
feet, is the largest.- Its coastal 
cousin, sempervirens, is tall­ 
er, reaching some 400 feet. 
With little more than half the 
mass of the gigantea it still is 
the second largest in the world’ 
by a wide margin. 
Both species have a thick 
brown bark nearly impervious 
to fire and insects, whether 
alive or dead. Trunks of trees 
known to have died hundreds 
of years ago when they were 
more than 4,000 years old, lie 
intact on the forest floor.

Concerns Educators

Hig h scho o ls in 16 cities 
thro ug ho ut the na tio n this 
pa st scho o l y ea r sta rted a n 
ex periment desig ned to ea se 
the pro blem.

students. 


The program is based on a 
simple idea: Housewives with 
college training and tested abil­ 
ity in correcting themes are 
hired on a piece work basis to 
grade papers. 
The work is the sort many 
mothers like to do. It’s stimu­ 
lating. 
And it means 
more 
money in the family till. 
English teachers are just as 
enthusiastic. The fearful chore 
of correcting up to 200 themes 
for all her classes, a job esti­ 
mated to take 33 hours, has 
been lightened. 
More writing can be assigned, 
which 
means 
writing is im­ 
proved.

The idea of using so-called 
*iay leaders” to help English 
teachers popped into

cey’s head several years ago. 
But he takes no credit for it. 
“I had the original idea but 
Ideas are a dime a dozen,” he 
says. “The important thing is 
the way they're carried out. So 
the credit should go to Paul 
Diederich for having conducted 
the program and the fund for 
the advancement of education 
for sponsoring it.” 
Diederich is on the staff of 
ETS, a nonprofit

The Fund for the Advance­

And Diederich tried it 
out first during the

The pro­ 
du ction c om m ittees and the 
consu ltants in the Cou nty Of­ 
fice recognized the v alidity of 
this requ est and w’orked ra pid ­ 
ly to com plete the gu ide prior 
to the Ju ly 1st deadline for ap­ 
prov al by the Cou nty Board. 
(The E du cation 
Code 
states 
“ C ou nty Board of Edu cation 
shall prescribe, on or before 
the first day of Ju ly each y ear, 
the cou rse of stu dy in and for 
each grade of the e le m e nta ry 
schools of the cou nty for the 
ensu ing y e a r.” (Section 10321). 
It 
adds 
“ Su ch 
a 
cou rse of 
stu dy shall not apply to ele­ 
m e nta r y schools in cities gov ­ 
e rned by city board of ed u c a ­ 
tion” (Section 10322). It clari­ 
fies the re qu ire m e nt for u ni­ 
fied school districts t h u s : 
“ W h e ne v e r a u nified school 
district has w ith in’its bou nd ­ 
aries a c h artered city or a city 
of the first to fifth classes,’in­ 
clu siv e. or w h e ne v e r the av er* 
' age daily atte nd a nc e of a u ni­

One of th e u niqu e aspects 
of pu blic edu cation in the e n­ 
tire United States is th e local 
control of the schools e x pre ss­ 
ed by the people th rou g h th eir 
local school boards. The C ou n­ 
ty Board of E du cation and the 
Cou nty S u pe r inte nd e nt wish 
to e nh a nc e this position of 
local 
boards 
in 
cu rric u lu m 
m atters. Howev er, th e re are 
certain state laws which con­ 
flict with com plete local a u ­ 
tonom y and which place the 
Cou nty 
Board 
of Edu cation 
and the Cou nty S u pe r inte nd ­ 
ent in a com prom ising posi­ 
tion. T h erefore, the Cou nty 
Board and S u pe rinte nd e nt are 
offering a c u rric u lu m gu ide to 
the local school districts which

law, bu t which also e nc ou r­ 
ages local districts to im ple­ 
ment the cou rse of stu dy in 
the best way possible in each 
school district.

late Harry Wissman. 
Wissman, who died in 1951, 
established 
the 
Wissman 
stores 
organization 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
The 
name

changed to United Markets in 
recent years. 
He opened his first store in 
1905 at Twentyfourth and Cle-j 
ment streets in San Francisco,! 
and was steadily building up a 
successful business when the 
1906 quake 
and 
fire 
came 
along. 
“The store was shaken to' 
pieces,” he recalled in later; 
years. “The shelving was down, | 
jellies and jam all over the 
floor, ammonia was spilled all | 
over everything and there was 
only one way to clean it up— I 
shovel it out by the spadeful.” 
The hard-hit Wissman shov-l 
eled the mess out by the spade-] 
ful. then got together his bills 
and went to see the wholesalers 
to whom he owed money. 
The latter were hard lift 
themselves. Their records were 
; mostly destroyed in the fire 
i and many a customer ignored 
j his obligations to them. 
Not so Harry Wissman. He 
I told 
each 
wholesaler 
the 
I amount he owed and promised 
weekly payments until it was 
paid. 
The credit of Harry Wissman 
was immediately and perman­ 
ently established in San Fran-: 
cisco. 
Young Wissman started busi-; 
ness again, with a second store 
on Clement between Ninth and 


Tenth avenues. His operations 
eventually embraced 17 small 
grocery stores. However, times 
jchanged, the supermarket more 
and more replaced the small 
grocery and Wissman conform­ 
ed his operations to the de­ 
mands of the times, consolidat* 
ling them into a few strong, 
; supermarkets. 
Ranging afield from his own ] 
| outlets, 
Wissman 
organized! 
what is now United Grocers, I 
Ltd., a 2,200-member coopera­ 
tive association 
of Northern 
| California grocerymen, served 
as president of the San Fran­ 
cisco Retail Grocers Assn. and 
as president of the city’s Gold­ 
en Gate Kiwanis Club. 
He also developed interests 
in real estate, being a leader 
in the development of the Rich­ 
mond district into a major sec­ 
tion of San Francisco. 
The Wissman name is still 
used by the warehouse portion 
of the business though it has 
been 
superseded 
by 
United 
Markets in connection with the 
stores. Rut the Wissman spirit 
and tradition remain firmly at 
the base of the entire United 
Markets operation.

THE FREEZER QUESTION 


Just As You May Suspect, 
Freezers Don't Save Money 


By VIVIAN BROWN 
To own or not to own a 
freezer is a question that many 
housewives face sooner or lat­ 
er. Those who do not take ad­ 
vantage of this innovation of 
our age have good reasons. But 
just let them try to persuade 
the freezer owner that owning 
a freezer is not essential to 
modern living! And after all. 
satisfied customers should he 
the true test of the freezer's 
value. 
It is not inexpensive to own ; 
a freezer, and you do not save; 
money by freezing your own I 


I foods no matter how cheap you 
get it at large quantity prices. 
But the freezer offers many 
advantages that may be worth 
the investment — it is conven­ 
ient, saves time in marketing 
and meal preparation, and it 
offers the advantage of having 
out-of-season food all the year 
round. 


FREEZER COSTS 
Attempts have been made to 
estimate the cost for home 
freezing, exclusive of the cost 
of the frozen food. Into these 
estimates go a depreciation fig­ 
ure based on a freezer life of 


112 years, the cost of packaging 
I the food, the cost of freezing 
lit. and the cost of maintaining 
| a freezer temperature of zero 
I degrees Fahrenheit. 
All told a 12-cubic foot freez- 
jer with a capacity of 360 lbs. 
costs 11 cents per pound of 
| food frozen when there is a 
turnover of 150 per cent and| 
1 some 900 pounds of food is 
; frozen within the year. If there ! 
vg not appreciable turnover of 
j frozen food, the cost of operat-| 
ling the freezer is 25 cents per 
pound, says the experts. 
Thus it can be seen that the 


family that uses the freezer 
often gets a better bargain be­ 
cause relatively fixed costs of 
operation of the freezer are di­ 
vided among a larger number 
of “ useful pounds” of food. 


If there is little turnover of 
frozen food on the housekeep- 
| ers' books the items “stored” 
in the freezer must bear such 
a high share of freezer operat­ 
ing expense that they don’t re­ 
main “ bargains” for long no 
matter how 
inexpensive the: 
purchase price. 


There are all types of freez­ 
ers. Some women prefer the: 
chest type, although they find1 
it is difficult to reach to the 
back of some of these. Other! 
women would rather have the 
upright freezer, where frozen 
food is stored like books on 
a shelf, readily available at the 
fingertips.

His ability 
to “ manipulate” a safe is so 
widely recognized that 
vault 
manufacturers ask him to test 
their new burglar-proof mod­ 
els. 
Dussia’s lock tinkering began 
with a boyhood fascination for 
intricate mechanisms. After 21 
years as a state trooper, he is 
much sought after as an in­ 
structor of law enforcement of­ 
ficers in the techniques of in­ 
vestigating safe burglaries. 
The 41-year-old sergeant has 
picked locks and cracked safes 
by the hundreds— all on the 
right side of the law. He re-1 
calls one time when railroaders 
“ cheered as if I had scored ai 
last minute touchdown” after! 
he had mastered a safe that ■ 
contained their pay. 
On another occasion, a bride- 
groom sighed with relief when 
Dussia opened a jammed safe! 
that held the wedding rings on 
the eve of the ceremony.

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City Of Lahore 
Historic Showplace 


LAHORE,t Pakistan (U P I)~ 
Ttys y o u n g nation’s second 
largest city, Lahore, is a his­ 
torical show place almost un­ 
known outside the Indian sub­ 
continent. 


The leading city of the Pun­ 
jab, Lahore boasts some of the 
finest tombs and mosques in 
an ancient land where the con­ 
struction of monuments used 
to he big business. 


Most notable is Jchangir’s 
tomb, a park-like estate, said 
to be the most beautiful Mogul 
project ever built after the 
famed Taj Mahal. 


Another tourist mecca is the 
historic Lahore center from 
which the Moguls ruled this 
part of the world centuries ago. 
It offers a Palace of Mirrors 
(Shish Mahal), marble pavilions 
and such thought - provoking 
signs as “ Elephant W alk” and 
“ Here Stood the Eunuchs.” 
Situated in the heart of the 
lush Punjab some 600 miles 
northeast of Karachi and only 
a few miles from the Indian 
border, Lahore today is a ref­ 
ugee-crowded city of almost a 
million and half persons. 
Partition of the Indian sub­ 
continent in 1947 sent thou­ 
sands of Moslems to Pakistan. 
L a h o r e ’ s population nearly 
doubled, 
and b l o o d y 
riots 
rocked the Punjab. Ten years 
of Moslem rule has brought 
peace to the city. 
Lahore, which is about 2.006 
years old — no one knows for 
sure— now represents a curi- j 
ous mixture of old and new. 
Over the centuries it has been 
conquered 
by 
the 
Afghans, 
Moguls, Sikhs and the British. 
Each new set of rulers left 
some imprint, with the Moguls 
and the British, perhaps, leav­ 
ing behind the most obvious 
accomplishments. 
1 he city is a patchwork of 
wide a v e n u e s and narrow 
lanes dotted with picturesque 
mosques and smokestack-like 
minarets. 
Certain areas look 
as though they were snatched 
up from some English village. 
Others could only he found in 
the over-populated sections of 
Asia. 
Of the large cities of the 
modern world, Lahore is per-1 
haps the only one in which1 
the horse and buggy has man-1 
aged to retain a 
prominent I 
position. 
Two-wheeled tongas pulled 
b y plumed horses still provide; 


one of the principal means of 
transportation. 
Lahore is also noteworthy 
as the place where Rudyard 
Kipling worked on the Civil 
and Military Gazette. 


Kipling's f a m o u s lines— 
“ East is East, West is West and 
never the twain shall meet”— 
is an anachronism here. 
His 
former newspaper now prints 
the comic strip “ Lil Abner” 
and Lahore citizens religiously 
study the happenings in Dog- 
patch. 


The city is Pakistan’s con­ 
vention city and annually plays 
host to several gatherings. It 
is hot in the summer and is 
perpetually over-crowded. 
It is the nation’s educational j 
and cultural center and con- j 
tains several universities and j 
colleges. It is also the capital i 
of West Pakistan and the loca-1 
tion of the supreme court. 
Many of its residents regard j 
Lahore as Pakistan’s best com-'

TORONTO. Ont. 
fUPD — Con­ 
servation officers are counting 
noses — moose noses — in the 
bush country of Ontario. 
Each nose represents $475 to 
the Canadian economy as well 
as a lot of meat and sport for 
the successful hunter. 


The Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests said hunters 
spend an estimated three mil­ 
lion dollars a year 
on 
their 
moose hunting. 


It is also estimated that the 
total value of this cash crop is 


38 million dollars. Preliminary 
reports figure that Ontario’s to­ 
tal moose population is about 
80,000. 


The province received $364.- 
883 
alone 
from the sale of 
moose 
hunting 
licenses 
to 
about 22.000 sportsmen last 
year. Indirectly, it also bene­ 
fits from such items as money 
spent on guides, outfitters, am­ 
munition, 
guns, 
charter

service, food supplies, refresh­ 
ments, gasoline, tolls and so on 
In Ontario, therefore, moose 


hunting is big business. The 
moose population itself is larg- 
er than ever before and grow­ 
ing all the time.

Senate's Boosting Of Defense Money 


May Interfere With Reduction Aim 


WASHINGTON (CPD— Senate 
increases in a defense money 
bill may interfere with congres­ 
sional Democrats' plans to show 
President Eisenhower they can 
spend less — not more — than 
even he recommended. 


Democratic leaders want to 
wind up with a net budget re­ 
duction and counter Eisenhow­ 
er's “spender” charges. 


But the Senate 
last night 
passed by a 90-0 vote a defense 
appropriations bill calling for 
40 billion dollars in defense 
spending in the next twelve 
months. This is $346.139.000 
more than the President orig­ 
inally requested and $746,000,- 
000 more than was voted by 
the House. 


A House-Senate conference 
committee will try to resolve 
differences between the two 
versions, and the pressure is 


on to try to chop funds som«- 
where. 
IJere’s the problem: 
Congress so far has complet­ 
ed action on eight of 17 money 
bills this year. Together they 
were 
cut $360.666.980 below 
the President's level. 
Five other bills, including 
the 
defense 
appropriations, 
have been assigned to confer­ 
ence committees. The Senate 
versions of these five bills pro­ 
vide for an over-all increase of 
661 million dollars. If the Sen­ 
ate bills prevail, 
this would 
more than offset all of the cut 
achieved so far with the first 
eight bills. 
House conferees see one way 
in which they could reduce the 
total sharply — and in one fell 
swoop. They hope to eliminate 
380 million dollars the Senate 
voted for a nuclear powered 
aircraft carrier.

“ We know the President is 
wrong in the statements he 
made about this bill and we 
are going to show on record 
that he is wrong.” Sparkman 
said in an interview. 
“ We arc going to have a 
housing bill but it will be writ­ 
ten only after full hearings. We 
are not going to accept just 
anything he throws at us.” 
Sparkman 
joined 
Senate 
Democratic Leader Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas in denounc­ 
ing 
Eisenhower’s 
contention 
that the vetoed bill would have 
involved $2.200.000.000 in ex­ 
penditures. The Democrats es­ 
timated costs of the two-year 
program at $1.375,000.000. 
Johnson told the Senate yes­ 
terday that Eisenhower's fig­ 
ure was arrived at by a “ Madi­ 
son Avenue gimmick” of in- j 
eluding estimates for possible^ 
public housing subsidies for 
the next 40 years. In the pub­ 
lic housing program the fed-! 
eral government makes up by 
subsidy the difference between 
costs and rents received.

SEQUOIA NATIONAL PARK 
—Two giant sequoia trees, in 
the Sierra Nevada range where 
people from throughout the 
world come to see the oldest 
and largest living things, are 
making news. 
The redwood giants have 
been something of a mystery, 
and certainly one of nature’s 
most awe-inspiring attractions, 
since their discovery little more 
than a century ago. They have 
lived the longest of anything 
known, with the possible excep­ 
tion of their gnarled, scraggly 
eastern Sierra neighbor, the 
bristle cone pine. 


These trees have survived 


hundreds of forest fires over 
the centuries, the ravages 
clearly written in the bark 
and tree crests. Many are 
from 3,000 to 4,000 years old. 


Last March 23 the evening 
sky behind Giant Forest Lodge 
in Sequoia National Park was 
illumined by a bolt of lightning 
that gave new fuel for an old 
discussion about the fire-re- 
sistance of the big trees. It 
struck a 240-foot sequoia and 
started a fire in the upper 
trunk that burned steadily for 
a week. 


Many of these trees have 
been hit by lightning. Some 
were destroyed outright. But 
literature does not reveal an­ 
other instance of a tree being 
consumed by fire. 
Only after 
it had burned down to about 
100 feet and fire hoses were 
played on it, was the flame ex­ 
tinguished. 


Witnesses said two large 


limbs 
knocked 
from 
the 


trunk by lightning left holes 


into the hollow center that 
seemed to create a strong 
draft. This gave the fire the 
force of a blast furnace. 


On June 23 another sequoia, 
275 feet tall and some 30 feet 
in diameter, crashed only a 
mile away and carried two 
large sugar pines with it. The 
top 125 to 150 feet shattered 
with such force against a gran­ 
ite outcropping that nothing 
but splintered chunks— many 
weighing tons — r e m a i n e d 
strewn over* the mountainside. 
Beneath the trunk lay the sugar 
pines, themselves so large they 
would dwarf companions in 
any ordinary forest. 


“ It is not a rare thing,” 


said park naturalist Harry 
Robinson, “ for a sequoia to 
fall; that is how most of them 
finally come to an end. A few 
have succumbed to lightning. 
None is known to have died 
‘on its feet’ from disease, in­ 
sects or old age.” 


No other tree is like a se­ 
quoia. 
The 
gigantea, 
native 
only in the western Sierra Ne­ 
vada range, with a maximum 
known diameter of 35 to 40 
feet, is the largest.- Its coastal 
cousin, sempervirens, is tall­ 
er, reaching some 400 feet. 
With little more than half the 
mass of the gigantea it still is 
the second largest in the world’ 
by a wide margin. 
Both species have a thick 
brown bark nearly impervious 
to fire and insects, whether 
alive or dead. Trunks of trees 
known to have died hundreds 
of years ago when they were 
more than 4,000 years old, lie 
intact on the forest floor.

WASHINGTON (UPD— Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today 
that Secretary of State Chris­ 
tian A. Herter has full author­ 
ity to agree to a Big Four sum­ 
mit conference if Russia makes 
it clear it will respect Western 
rights and obligations in Ber­ 
lin.

Concerns Educators

N EW BRUNSWICK. N.J. W! 
— Why Johnny can’t read is a 
big problem for some educat­ 
ors. Others are worried because I 
Joe College can’t write. 
They feel Joe just doesn't get 
enough drill in putting words 
together 
while he’s in high 
school and something should be 
done about it. 


High schools in 16 cities 
throughout the nation this 
past school year started an 
experiment designed to ease 
the problem. Already the 
program has improved the 
compositions of some 8.000 
students. 


The program is based on a 
simple idea: Housewives with 
college training and tested abil­ 
ity in correcting themes are 
hired on a piece work basis to 
grade papers. 
The work is the sort many 
mothers like to do. It’s stimu­ 
lating. 
And it means 
more 
money in the family till. 
English teachers are just as 
enthusiastic. The fearful chore 
of correcting up to 200 themes 
for all her classes, a job esti­ 
mated to take 33 hours, has 
been lightened. 
More writing can be assigned,

“You can’t learn to write 
without writing,** says Henry 
Chauncey, president of the 
Educational Testing Service 
of Princeton.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
School Officials Answer 
Questions On Study Course 


“Questions About School Study Course Need An­ 
swering. ** 
That’s what we said in this space last Friday, sug­ 
gesting that the County Board of Education and the 
county superintendent of schools ought to set the record 
straight with regard to the controversial study course. 


We subsequently learned that the chairman of the 
county board, Mrs. Nancy Rust, already was at work 
doing just what we suggested and she had enlisted the 
assistance of the county superintendent, Virgil Hollis. 


Here are their joint answers to pertinent questions: 


is this course of 
science on human life, and the 
main scientific facts concern­ 
ing the nature of the world 
and of man, the science sec­ 
tion in the new guide is far 
more complete. 


What 
study? 


The Course of Study, as ap­ 
proved by the County Board 
of Education on June 8. 1959, 
consists 
of 
three 
volumes, 
each covering three grades, it 
is a guide of areas to be cov­ 
ered, a plan for sequential de­ 
velopment of concepts, and a 
bookful of ideas for teachers. 
At every grade level it is fur­ 
th e r divided into the subject 
areas of Science, Arithmetic, 
Health, 
Physical 
Education, 
Music, Art, Social Studies (the 
term used to cover the com­ 
bined subjects of History, Ge­ 
ography, Civics, Economics, 
etc.) and Language Arts ithe 
term used to include reading, 
writing, spelling, speaking and 
listening.) 
The 
Course 
of 
Study suggests what children 
should be taught as they move 
through the grades and the 
concepts they should learn; it 
also suggests examples 
for 
teachers to use that will help 
children learn the suggested 
subject matter. The purpose is 
to provide the c l a s s r o o m 
teachers in every school with 
a curriculum guide. It does 
not attempt to regulate the 
freedom of teachers to add to 
the content nor does it try to 
require all teachers to do ex­ 
actly the same things at the 
same time. 


Why is there a new course 
of study? 


The law' requires that the 
County Board of Education in 
each 
county 
in 
California 
adopt a course of study prior 
to July 1st of each year. Marin 
County has been using the 
same course of study since ap­ 
proximately 1943, with a few 
revisions 
throughout 
t h a t 
time. In 1953, the C o u n t y 
Board of Education, recogniz­ 
ing the need for a more com­ 
prehensive revision, appointed 
a Curriculum Steering Com­ 
mittee of about 35 members, 
composed of classroom teach­ 
ers, principals and adminis­ 
trators from districts through­ 
out the county, County Staff 
Members, PTA r e p r e s e n t ­ 
atives and school board m em ­ 
bers. The Board believed that 
major revisions were imper­ 
ative due to growth in Marin 
County, changing technolog­ 
ical 
development 
and 
ad­ 
vances in materials for class­ 
room use. For example, the 
space age and its implications 
may require a different ap­ 
proach in science and social 
studies, 
and 
a 
curriculum 
guide needs to be flexible 
enough to incorporate changes 
as they occur. The old course 
of study devoted one and a 
half pages to science for all 
eight grades. With the current 
emphasis on the need for an 
understanding of the methods 
of science, the influence of 


How was the guide devel­ 
oped? 


The 
Curriculum 
Steering 
Committee, with the advice of 
the 
county 
staff, 
selected 
chairmen and consultants for 
each 
of the subject areas, 
usually 
classroom 
teachers 
from one of the school dis­ 
tricts, to serve on a Production 
Committee, 
and 
additional 
members were recommended 
or volunteered. These com­ 
mittees met to discuss and 
put into written form their 
ideas of what the scope and 
sequence of each subject-area 
should be, and how it might 
be taught. 
The committees 
were aided by the use of con­ 
sultants from Stanford. U.C., 
and San Francisco State Col­ 
lege. Although every commit­ 
tee may have gone at it a lit­ 
tle differently, most of them 
developed a guide using these 
general 
headings: Concepts; 
Areas of Experience; Methods 
and 
Techniques; 
Ideas 
for 
Classroom Use; and O t h e r 
Teaching Aids. 
Each Production 
Commit­ 
tee Chairman reported at the 
monthly meeting of the Cur­ 
riculum Steering Committee. 
When completed and approv­ 
ed by the Steering Committee, 
each section of the guide was 
sent to about 200 teachers 
throughout 
the 
county 
for 
their additional suggestions. 
When the recommendations 
from these 200 teachers had 
been received and worked on 
by the production committees, 
the guide went back to the 
Steering Committee for fu r­ 
th e r review, and approval. It 
was also presented to the dis­ 
trict superintendents, and was 
sent to every classroom teach­ 
er in Marin County. Copies 
were 
also 
available in the 
County Office for any inter­ 
ested person to study. At this 
point the Guide was present­ 
ed to the County Board of 
Education, who devoted eight 
board meetings to the discus­ 
sion of the various sections of 
the guide and, in addition, 
had them reviewed by their 
own 
curriculum 
committee. 
The Board thus had the op­ 
portunity to study, comment 
upon and understand all the 
guides before formal presen­ 
tation for giving final approv­ 
al on June 8. 


Why is the guide desired 
bv September 1? 


The various districts in Ma­ 
rin County have expressed 
their desire to have the guides 
available for in-service educa­ 
tion meetings with their teach- 
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ers prior to the opening of 
school 
in 
September. 
The 
County Board and the County 
Superintendent 
agreed 
that 
this was imperative. The pro­ 
duction committees and the 
consultants in the County Of­ 
fice recognized the validity of 
this request and worked rapid­ 
ly to complete the guide prior 
to the July 1st deadline for ap­ 
proval by the County Board. 
(The Education Code states 
“County Board of Education 
shall prescribe, on or before 
the first day of July each year, 
the course of study in and for 
each grade of the elementary 
schools of the county for the 
ensuing year.” (Section 10321). 
It adds “Such a course of 
study shall not apply to ele­ 
mentary schools in cities gov­ 
erned by city board of educa­ 
tion” (Section 10322), It clari­ 
fies the requirement for uni­ 
fied school districts t h u s ; 
“ Whenever a unified school 
district has within its bound­ 
aries a chartered city or a city 
of the first to fifth classes,'in­ 
clusive. or whenever the aver­ 
age daily attendance of a uni­ 
fied school district is fifteen 
hundred or more, for all pur­ 
poses the district shall be 
deemed a city school district 
governed by a city board of 
education and the governing 
board thereof shall be deemed 
a city board of education.” 
(Section 4629). Consequently, 
all elementary districts in the 
county except San Rafael and 
Novato will base their instruc­ 
tional 
program 
around 
the 
County Course of Study. 


One of the unique aspects 
of public education in the en­ 
tire United States is the local 
control of the schools express­ 
ed by the people through their 
local school boards. The Coun­ 
ty Board of Education and the 
County Superintendent wish 
to enhance this position of 
local 
boards 
in 
curriculum 
matters. However, there are 
certain state laws which con­ 
flict with complete local au­ 
tonomy and which place the 
County Board of Education 
and the County Superintend­ 
ent in a compromising posi­ 
tion. Therefore, the County 
Board and Superintendent are 
offering a curriculum guide to 
the local school districts which 
should ensure to each child 
instruction in certain mini­ 
mum essentials as required by 
law, but which also encour­ 
ages local districts to imple­ 
ment the course of study in 
the best way possible in each 
school district. Thus the dis­ 
tricts exercise their rights to 
have their local school boards 
make some of the policy de­ 
cisions (within legal limita­ 
tions) regarding the courses 
their children shall be taught 
and how' they wish to teach 
them. As a matter of fact, 
some of the districts, with the 
permission 
of 
the 
County 
Board, will add other courses 
such as typing, foreign lan­ 
guages. 
homemaking, 
shop, 
and others. Novato and San 
Rafael are examples of dis­ 
tricts that, although they have 
participated in 
its develop­ 
ment. wish to postpone full 
use of the new course of study 
until they have developed de­ 
tails to assist their own teach­ 
ers and supplement various 
areas. 


What is the cost? 


The cost of printing 3000 
volumes (1000 complete sets) 
of the guide by a local union 
printer <R. G. Fontant & Son, 
San Anselmo) is $10,534.76. 
This was the lowest estimate 
for printing. 


When did the board au­ 
thorize the course of study? 


When the Course of Study 
was approved unanimously by 
the Board on June 8, unani­ 
mous approval was also given 
to print it as soon as possible 
in order to have it available 
before the opening of school 
next fall. Dr. Hollis suggested 
a postponement of approval 
until June 23 so that he could 
have additional copies dupli­ 
cated, during the next week, 
to give board members and 
others further opportunity to 
study the final guide, and to 
assure availability of study 
copies before printing could 
be completed. Some of the 
board questioned the physical 
possibility of reproducing the 
550 pages in a week, felt study

copies might be achieved by 
requesting additional 
galley 
proofs, and that time pressure 
required starting to print at 
once. Early the next week. Dr. 
Hollis phoned the board m em ­ 
bers and recommended that 
R. G. Fontana & Son of San 
Anselmo, who had submitted 
the lowest estimate, be au­ 
thorized to start work. The 
board 
informally 
approved 
this. 


When will the Course of 
.Study be finished? 


At the board's meeting on 
June 23, Mr. Blackmore. Ad­ 
ministrative Assistant in the 
County Office, presented the 
Board with copies of a sched­ 
ule of the estimated cost of 
printing the course of study, 
and gave a brief explanation 
of it. He stated that formal 
order to print could not be 
given until the board approv­ 
ed conditions of the contract. 
The schedule showed that in 
order to obtain all three vol­ 
umes of the guides by Septem­ 
ber 1, additional charges for 
overtime, amounting to ap­ 
proximately $3850 would be 
necessary. He indicated that 
this figure was the average 
for 
printers 
consulted. 
Dr. 
Hollis expressed concern over 
this total high cost, and that 
although 
it was 
imperative 
that the school districts have 
the course of study by Setem- 
ber 1. the decision to assume 
the additional cost must be 
made by the board and that 
he had reservations a b o u t 
recommending it to them. 
In discussion the board re­ 
viewed the funds available, 
and stressing the need of the 
districts, approved by a vote 
of 6 to 1 a written contract 
for printing the course of 
study, including the overtime 
premium for delivery by Sep­ 
tember 1st and that a penalty 
clause be inserted. 


Why were alternate meth­ 
ods 
of 
duplicating 
t h e 
guides discussed? 


In negotiating the written 
contract. Dr. Hollis learned 
that the printer would not be 
able to deliver all three vol­ 
umes of the guide by Septem­ 
ber 1st nor would Fontana ac­ 
cept any penalty; and that 
there had been a misunder­ 
standing of the schedule sub­ 
mitted at the board's June 
23rd meeting. Even with over­ 
time, only two volumes could 
be completed by that date, 
with the third not ready until 
October 15th. Therefore, Dr. 
Hollis called board members 
to discuss alternative methods 
of producing the guides for 
delivery before the opening of 
school. 
At the board's regular meet-

ing July 7, Dr. Hollis submit­ 
ted to the board a listing of 
costs to multilith the course 
of study in the County Office 
instead 
of 
having 
Fontana 
print it. Following the phone 
calls of the previous week, 
several of the board members 
had 
checked 
into costs on 
their own. It was found that 
the printing bid was not ex­ 
orbitant for a job of this size. 
Another member had obtained 
time and cost factors on multi- 
lithing from a large San Fran­ 
cisco firm with wide experi­ 
ence in estimating these fac­ 
tors in their own office. Board 
members pointed out that the 
recommendation all the way 
through the various presenta­ 
tions had advised printing as 
the best method to reproduce 
a guide that was expected to 
be used constantly over a 
number of years, and that a 
verbal contract was in effect 
with Fontana & Son, and that 
there 
would 
be 
severance 
costs with them or even the 
possibility of a breach of con­ 
tract suit. However, Dr. Hollis 
believed that satisfactory ar­ 
rangements could 
be made 
with Fontana & Son e v e n 
though a contract release cost 
had not been obtained, and 
that he would be able to have 
it multilithed in the office be­ 
fore September 1st for ap­ 
proximately $1700.00. Every- 
one agreed that multilithing 
would be less expensive, but 
some of the board believed Dr. 
Hollis’s 
cost 
estimate 
was 
much lower than actual ex­ 
penses would run and feared 
that obligations already incur­ 
red with Fontana would push 
the total cost close to the con­ 
tract amount. Therefore, on a 
5 to 2 vote, the board author­ 
ized Dr. Hollis to sign a con­ 
tract with R. G. Fontana & Son 
for $10,534.76 to print 
the 
County Course of Study with 
the following delivery dates: 
Volume 1 on August 1, 1959 or 
earlier; Volume 2 on Septem­ 
ber 15 or earlier; and Volume 
3 on November 1 or earlier. 
This contract was signed on 
July 8, 1959. 
In 
order to 
provide 
the 
school districts with copies of 
Volumes 2 and 3 of the guide 
in time for their in-service 
meetings, wuthout the large 
overtime charge required by 
the printer, Dr. Hollis is giv­ 
ing consideration to and m ak­ 
ing cost estimates of duplicat­ 
ing in his office enough copies 
of these two volumes for the 
teachers' use until the printed 
volumes are ready. 


What happens now? 


The major concern of both 
the County Board of Educa­ 
tion and the County Superin­ 
tendent of Schools is the im­ 
provement of instruction for 
the boys and girls who live 
in Marin County. There is a 
genuine 
need 
for the 
new 
course 
of 
study 
to 
h e l p 
achieve this goal. The details 
on how to produce it have 
been settled and nowr both 
the County Board 
and 
the 
County Superintendent w i l l 
make every effort to complete 
the production as rapidly as 
possible.

Nixon Could Sew Up Nomination 


Right Now But Refuses To Do So 


“It’s m a n ’s nature to need to 
be loved — and he ought to 
think of.this before doing so 
many things that make him 
hard to love.“ 


WASHINGTON — Richard 
M. Nixon is driving his high­ 
est-level political supporters 
mildly frantic. 


The reason is they are ab­ 
solutely convinced that fairly, 
firmly and save against later 
challenge, they can lock up 
the 
1960 
Republican 
Presi­ 
dential nomination and deliv­ 
er it to him with iron-clad 
commitments tonight — but 
the Vice President won’t let 
them. 


To most non-politicians and 
to some politicians this must 
sound boastful or wishful or 
like some kind of slight-of- 
hand. 


THIS IS WHAT they arc 
talking about: 


The minimum nominating 
majority at the 1960 Repub­ 
lican national convention will 
be 663 delegates. 


Mr. Nixon’s influential ad­ 
vocates are in intimate con­ 
tact with the Republican lead­ 
ers of every state in the union 
— except New York — and 
their reports add up to a max­ 
imum of 1.000 delegates and 
a minimum of 800»delegates 
whose hacking at Los Angeles 
next July can. they say, be 
unequivocally pledged. 


The basis on which these 
pledges are said to be tree- 
ripened and ready to be 
harvested by the lightest 
breath of a breeze is four­ 
fold: (1) Mr. Nixon has bat­ 
tled their battles and cam­ 
paigned in the Republican 
party's campaigns in every 
part of the country in two 
Presidential and four Con­ 
gressional 
elections 
a n d 
they honorably feel in his 
debt; they look upon this 
kind of service to the party 
as earning duc-bills of polit­ 
ical return support which 
they would like to honor 
not tardily but soon, not 
later hut now; (2) they feel 
that Mr. Nixon would make 
the kind of candidate and 
President 
they 
want; 
(3) 
they would like to avoid any 
possibility of a lacerating, 
last-ditch fight between Nix­ 
on and Rockefeller so that 
they can concentrate for a 
good twelve months on pre­ 
paring for the election, or­ 
ganization-wise 
and 
fund- 
wise, (4) They are confident 
he can be elected. 


IF THESE estimates are cor­ 
rect — and there is a good 
deal of evidence to support 
them — then what really stands 


in the way of these Nixon ad­ 
vocates collecting on these 
“due bills” w ith, in effect, sig­ 
natures on the dotted line? 
Something does stand in the 
way — and it is Mr. Nixon 
himself. If these “due bills” 
are to be cashed and unequiv­ 
ocal commitments obtained af­ 
fecting enough delegates to 
guarantee his nomination no 
m atter what, only the Vice 
President can say the word 
that will do it. He w'ould have 
to be unequivocal himself. He 
would have to say: “Yes. I am 
a candidate and I would like 
to see the matter settled just 
as soon and just as definitely 
as possible ” 


But Mr. Nixon will not make 
this statement — and this is 
what drives his highest-level 
and closest supporters mildly 
frantic. He refrains from m ak­ 
ing it, in my judgment, not 
because he is not a candidate 
or being coy, not because he 
does not want and does not 
expect to be nominated. He 
refuses to make this state­ 
ment because he is taking a 
longer and I believe, a wiser 
view than his nail-it-down-now 
advocates. 


The Vice President’s con­ 
trolling views are these: 
That it is impossible to 
separate in the public mind 
the campaign for the nom­ 
ination from the campaign 
for the election. 
That is going to he hard 
enough for the Republican 
nominee 
to win 
in 
I960 
without making it harder 
by allowing either the ap­ 
pearance or the substance 
of high-pressure tactics to 
surround the nomination. 
That the Republican lead­ 
ers and the delegates ought 
not to try to freeze the nom­ 
ination in advance of the 
convention. 
That if Mr. Nixon can’t 
get the nomination in an 
open 
convention 
without 
trying to pre-empt it months 
ahead he had just as soon 
not have 
it; or, perhaps 
more precisely, he is entire* 
ly prepared to take and pre­ 
fers to take that risk. 


ALL THIS is what Mr. Nix­ 
on's most politically powerful 
advocates are telling the Vice 
President and what he is tell­ 
ing them. 
The fact that they are eager 
to sew up the nomination so 
soon suggests anxiety over a 
late-starting, s n o w b a l l i n g 
Rockefeller, if Mr. Nixon is 
worried, he doesn't show it.

utes added to her elapsed time 
while all the other boats in 
the race received lesser handi­ 
caps to be deducted from their 
crossing times.

The Goodwill is owned by 
Ralph Larrabee of Huntington 
Park and carried a crew of 52, 
largest in the race.

The California bill is aimed 
at establishing uniformity for 
safety, equipment, operation, 
boat numbering, and liability 
of owners throughout the state.

many of the established fed eral; 
regulations which have b e e n ! 
enforceable only upon waters ! 
classified as navigable. 
For lack of any such regula­ 
tions on the so-called “non- 
navigable” waters, 26 counties 
have passed local ordinances 
with varying provisions, thus 
compounding the confusion. 
One of the prime provisions 
of the new state law will be 
a requirement that all undocu­ 
mented 
vessels 
not 
exempt 
within the act must obtain a 
number for their bow. After 
April 1. 1960, effective date for 


the boat numbering, there can 
be only one number on a ves­ 
sel.

'Framework' Dates For Hunting 


Seasons Released By U. S. Agency 


WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
Fish and Wildlife Service yes­ 
terday announced revisions in 
bag limits and adjustments in 
seasons for some areas in re­ 
leasing the framework regula­ 
tions under which states may 
select IT" '-60 hunting dates for 
doves, rails, gallinues, wood­ 
cock, and bandtailed pigeons. 
The service also announced 
migratory bird hunting seasons 
in Alaska. 
The service specified these 
outside dates for state hunting 
seasons: mourning doves, Sept. 
1 through Jan. 15; rails and gal­ 
linues, Sept. 1 through Jan. 10, 
woodcock, Oct. 1 to Jan. 15; and 
band-tailed 
pigeons, 
Sept. 1 
through Jan. 10. 
The various state game de­ 
partments may select their ov»n 
hunting seasons within the lim­ 
its set by the Fish and Wild­ 
life Service. 
The principal changes in reg­ 
ulations this year include a re­ 
duction of 20 days in the rail 
season for the Mississippi and 
Central flyways on account of 
the drought; an increase of one 
day in the white-winged dove 
season in Texas in view of a 
substantial 
increase 
in 
this 
year’s white-winged dove breed­ 
ing population in that state; 
a reduction in the bag and pos­ 
session limits on sora; and a re­ 
duction in daily bag and pos­ 
session limits on brant in Alas­ 
ka because of a significant de­ 
cline in the brant population in 
the Pacific flyw’ay. 
Detailed regulations for the 
hunting 
of 
migratory water­ 
fowl, coots, and Wilson’s snipe 
in continental 
United 
States 
will be issued in August. 
The basic regulations cover 
the four ilyway regions in the 
United States. Flyways are the 
migratory routes of the birds. ’ 
Regulations bv species: 
RAILS AND GALLINUES— 
Open seasons are prescribed 
only for the Atlantic, Mississip­ 
pi, and Central flyways. 
WOODCOCK—Season length 
remains at 40 days and the 
daily bag and possession limit 
at 4 and 8. 
MOURNING DOVES — Since 
the 1959 dove breeding popula­ 
tion is about the same as in 


1958, regulations will r e r . in 
the same as last year. Within 
the Sept. 1-Jan. 15 framework, 
all states east of the Mississippi 
River and Arkansas and Louisi­ 
ana, may submit recommenda­ 
tions for hunting seasons that 
conform to the following condi­ 
tions: (a) hunting only between 
the hours of noon to sunset; 
(b) 65 consecutive half-days; or 
(c) two periods totaling 65 half­ 
days. 
For all states west of the 
Mississippi River (exclusive of 
Arkansas and 
Louisiana, and 
except Texas as explained un­ 
der 
regulations 
for 
white­ 
winged doves), the 1959 season 
will be 50 full days, the same as 
in 1958. 
Possession limit on mourning 
doves throughout the co unty, 
except in California and New 
Mexico, will be 20 after the 
first day of the season with the 
daily bag limit remaining at 10 
--th e same as in 1958. 
California is being 
offered 
the same option as last year: 
(a) a daily 
bag 
limit of 10 
mourning doves or 10 white­ 
winged doves or 10 in the ag­ 
gregate of both kinds, with pos­ 
session limit of 20 singly or in 
the aggregate; or (b) a daily 
bag and possession limit of 
mourning 
and 
white-winged 
doves of 10, singly or in the 
aggregate of both kinds. 
Because of its

Texas

Be Sure You Buy Best Meat 


‘‘Make mine thick and juicy” 
is an often heard request in 
steak houses around town, at 
backyard grilling parties, and 
even in the 
family kitchen 
when it has been announced 
th ere’s steak for dinner. 
The first step in preparing 
a steak th a t’s “thick and juicy” 
begins in the meat market. It's 
there that a certain amount of 
the thickness and juiciness of 
the cooked steak is chosen — 
cooking has a great deal to do 
with it, too. 


All beef steaks for broiling 
should have a generous cover­ 
ing of white or creamy fat on 
the outer edges and the lean 
should be marbled with fat — 
the fat makes the meat juiey. 
For broiling, steaks should be 
cut at least an inch thick — 1 Vi 
to 2 inches is an ideal thick­ 
ness for broiling. One-third to 
one-pound meat, p e r person is 
the amount of steak to buy. 
Th° amount varies according 
to the appetites of the persons 
to be served, the amount of 
bone in the meat, and probably, 
the cost of the meat. Choose 
from these favorite steaks: 
Club steak, from the rib end 
of the short loin, is triangular 
in shape and has little or no 
tenderloin. 
Club 
steaks 
are 
usually served one to a person. 
Bib steaks are sold in some 
parts of the country where rib 
steaks are more popular than 
rib roasts of beef. Rib steaks 
are similar in shape to club 
steak, but cut from the rib 
ra th e r than the loin. 
T-bone 
steak 
adjoins 
the 
club steak on the loin, but is 
larger and includes some ten ­ 
derloin. This steak is easily 
identified by its T-snaped boner 
Porterhouse steak is really a 
large T-bone steak. It is cut 
from the sirloin end of the 
short loin and is the most ten­ 
der section of the side. It in­ 
cludes a large portion of the 
tenderloin. 
Sirloin steak is cut from the 
loin end. It is the largest of 
the loin steaks for broiling and 
is named according to type of 
bone it. contains: 
pin 
bone, 
double bone, round or wedge 
bone. Sirloin steak is an excel­ 
lent family steak. 
Tenderloin 
steak, 
or 
filet 
mignon, is cut from the whole 
tenderloin. Tenderloin steaks 
have less fat than the other 
beef steaks, and are often cook­ 
ed with a strip of bacon, es­ 
pecially when cut from the low­ 
er grades of beef. 
Another steak, available in 
some parts of the country, is 
known as strip steak, Kansas 
City or New York steak. Strip 
steaks are 
available frozen. 
This steak is easily cut at home, 
for it is actually a T-bone steak 
minus the bone and tenderloin. 
1. Preheat broiler with reg­ 
ulator set at “broil.” 
2. Slash fat edge of steak to 
keep meat fi'qm curling d u r­ 
ing cooking. Place steak on 
rack in broiler pan with top of 
steak two to five inches from 
source of heat: A one-inch thick 
steak, twm to three inches from 
heat source; a two-inch steak, 


I three to five inches from heat 
I source. 


3. Broil until top side is cook­ 
ed to the preferred degree of 
doneness, 
then 
season 
and 
, turn, using tongs rather than 
fork which might pierce the 
meat, and allow juices to es- 
; cape. 
4. Broil second side to the 
preferred degree of donencss. 
| Check doncness of meat 
by 
making a small slit with a 
sharp knife near the bone and 
note color of inside. Season sec­ 
ond side of steak and serve im­ 
mediately*.

Of course, it is not only the

ed by the aura of the arts. Ca­

houses feature art exhibits, hi- 
fi concerts, folk singing, poetry 
readings or just an abundance 
of

charm. 
Young 
dancers and students are often 
employed to wait on tables, 
making the coffee-house scene 
even more appealing.

couples gravitate toward the 
coffee houses that best suit 
their romantic moods.

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CHINESE SOUP TRICK 
Secret With Egg And Broth 


Is How You Pour And Stir

A P New sfeitures 
Chefs try to keep their se­ 
crets. This food editor tries to 
ierret them out' 
What's on cur mind'' The 
way of a Chine'? chef with an 
egg and a kettle of broth. A 
quick beating, a feu stirs, and 
lovely films of e g 5 looking like 
delicate flowers appear. 
We followed chefs directions 
for this soup as gLven in cook 
books, but never could we cre­ 
ate the magic. Blame it on re­ 
cipe semantics or on us. but 
the long wispy shreds of egg 
just 
didn’t 
form. 
You 
know 
what we were aiming for if 
you've ever eaten Egg Drop 
Soup in a fine Chinese restau­ 
rant. 
Then we came on a special 
directive, experimented with it; 
now we pass along the secret to 
you. There are three keys to 
this operation. The broth has to 
be the right temperature. The 
egg has to be beaten to the 
proper consistency. The pour­ 
ing and stirring — has to be 
done just so. The simplest trick 
in the world once you’ve mas­ 
tered it! 
This egg broth, we find, is a 
superb pickup. 
EGG FLOW ER SOI P 
Ingredients: 
1 
egg, 
1 
c a n ( 
*(12Mb fluid ounces) clear chick­ 
en broth, boiling water, salt. 
Method: Break the egg into a 
teacup; with a fork beat just 
enough barely to combine yolk 
and white so when egg is lifted 
high Jt will run off fork in a 
watery stream. 


Empty b r o t h into a 1-pint' 
measure; add enough boiling 
water to make 2 cups. Turn 
broth into a 1-quart saucepan 
and heat until boiling hot; ad­ 
just heat so broth will simmer 
— that 
means 
bubbles 
form 
slowly and collapse below' the 
surface of the liquid. Hold cup 
about 5 inches above saucepan 
and pour egg slowly in a fine 
stream into the very hot broth; 
stop 
and 
start 
again a 
few 
times during the pouring so as 
to be sure to add the egg slow­ 
ly enough to keep the soup at 
simmering temperature; as you 
pour, stir constantly with the 
fork in wide circles so as to 
draw the egg, as it hits the hot 
broth, 
into 
long 
films 
and 
strands. After all the egg is 
added, add salt to taste and 
simmer several minutes.

“Why would a nice girl sud 
denly become rude?” a father 
asks. “Our daughter, an onb 
child is 13.

Sooner or j 
later all teen-agers rebel. They 
feel their oats. They sense th eir! 
growlh. They resent their par-! 
ents, and the whole adult world. | 
They become daring. Nice, well-1 
raised girls often experim ent! 
with rudeness and bad behav­ 
ior. Usually they rebel more at j 
home than at school. 
Their mothers take the brunt 
of it. Mothers are the biggest1 
part of the babyhood the girls 
are outgrow m g. They still love 
their mothers. 
They still d e-1 
pend upon them. But they don't 
iram t© show it, They feel they 
have left Mama behind. By be-1 
img rjde to her they demon­ 
strate their independence.

how it works? What they do is 
rong. of course.

few moments on the company’s 
founder and guiding spirit for 
nearly half a century — the 
late Harry Wissman. 
Wissman, who died in 1951, 
established 
the 
Wissman 
stores 
organization 
in 
San 
Francisco. 
The 
name 
was 
changed to United Markets in 
recent years. 
He opened his first store in 
1905 at Twentyfourth and Cle­ 
ment streets in San Francisco, 
and was steadily building up a 
successful business when the 
1906 
quake 
and 
fire 
came 
along. 
“ The store was shaken to 
pieces,” he recalled in later 
years. “ The shelving was down, 
jellies and jam all over the 
floor, ammonia was spilled all 
over everything and there was 
only one way to clean it up— 
shovel it out by the spadeful.” 
The hard-hit Wissman shov­ 
eled the mess out by the spade­ 
ful. then got together his bills 
and went to see the wholesalers 
to whom he owed money. 
The latter were hard hit 
themselves. Their records were 
mostly destroyed in the fire 
and many a customer ignored 
his obligations to them. 
Not so Harry Wissman. He 
told 
each 
wholesaler 
the 
amount he owed and promised 
weekly payments until it was 
paid. 
The credit of Harry Wissman 
was immediately and perman­ 
ently established in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Young Wissman started busi­ 
ness again, with a second store 
on Clement between Ninth and 


Tenth avenues. His operations 
eventually embraced 17 small 
grocery stores. However, times 
changed, the supermarket more 
and more replaced the small 
grocery and Wissman conform­ 
ed his operations to the de­ 
mands of the times, consolidat­ 
ing them into a few strong 
supermarkets. 


Ranging afield from his own 
outlets, 
Wissman 
organized 
what is now United Grocers, 
Ltd., a 2,200-member coopera­ 
tive association 
of Northern 
¡California grocervmen, served 
as president of the San Fran- 
| cisco Retail Grocers Assn. and 
as president of the city’s Gold­ 
en Gate Kiwanis Club. 


He also developed interests 
in real estate, being a leader 
: in the development of the Rich­ 
mond district into a major sec­ 
tion of San Francisco. 
The Wissman name is still 
used by the warehouse portion 
of the business though it has 
been 
superseded 
by 
United 
Markets in connection with the 
I stores. But the Wissman spirit 
and tradition remain firmly at 
the base of the entire United 
, Markets operation.

THE FREEZER Q U E ST IO N 
Just As You May Suspect, 
Freezers Don't Save Money 


By VIVIAN BROWN 
To own or not to own a 
freezer is a question that many 
housewives face sooner or lat­ 
er. Those who do not take ad­ 
vantage of this innovation of 
our age have good reasons. But 
just let them try’ to persuade 
the freezer owner that owning 
a freezer is not essential to 
modern living! And after all, 
satisfied customers should be 
the true test of the freezer's 
value. 
It is not inexpensive to own 
a freezer, and you do not save 
money by freezing your o w n ! 


foods no matter how cheap you 
get it at large quantity prices. 
But the freezer offers many 
advantages that may be worth 
the investment — it is conven­ 
ient. saves time in marketing 
and meal preparation, and it 
offers the advantage of having 
out-of-season food all the year' 
round. 


FREEZER COSTS 
Attempts have been made to 
estimate the cost for home 
freezing, exclusive of the cost 
of the frozen food, into these 
estimates go a depreciation fig­ 
ure based on a freezer life of 


12 years, the cost of packaging 
the food, the cost of freezing 
it, and the cost of maintaining 
a freezer temperature of zero 
degrees Fahrenheit. 
All told a 12-cubic foot freez­ 
er with a capacity of 360 lbs. 
costs 11 cents per pound of 
food frozen when there is a 
turnover of 150 per cent and 
some 900 pounds of food is 
frozen within the year. If there 
not appreciable turnover of 
frozen food, the cost of operat­ 
ing the freezer is 25 cents per 
pound, says the experts. 
Thus it can be seen that the 


family that uses the freezer 
often gets a better bargain be­ 
cause relatively fixed costs of 
operation of the freezer are di­ 
vided among a larger number 
of “useful pounds” of food. 
] 
If there is little turnover of 


j frozen food on the housekeep­ 
e r s ’ books the items “stored” 
in the freezer must bear such 
a high share of freezer operat- 
j ing expense that they don't re- 
I main “bargains” for long no 
matter how 
inexpensive the 
purchase price.

WATERTOWN, Mass m — l 
A bearded immigrant 
from 
Britain who once walked from 
New Orleans to Baltimore seek­ 
ing his fortune wound up out­ 
foxing the foxiest of Yankee 
traders. 
William Lyman Underwood, 
founder of the nation's oldest: 
canning company, which still 
bears his name, got into the 
food business more by accident I 
than anything else. But the 
firm begun 137 years ago on 
Boston's old Russia Wharf still 
stands as a tribute to the in­ 
genuity of “William the First.” ! 
Underwood, born in London 
in 1787, came to the United j 
States bent on making his for- j 
tune. He landed at New Or­ 
leans in 1817 and. failing to 
find a suitable outlet for his 
taleilts, walked a few years 
later to Baltimore. 
“ William the First” appar-j 
ently started building his for­ 
tune in Baltimore because fie 
didn’t have to walk to Boston. 
He established himself as a 
ship chandler on Boston's busy 
waterfront in 1821. 
Suppliers for one of the 
world's largest sailing fleets 
were having a lot of trouble at 
that time because ship owners 
had only spices and a rather 
strange assortment of items to 
trade for food which would 
keep fresh during long months 
at sea. 
So Underwood tackled the 
problem of packaging and pre­ 
serving food to keep the sailing 
ship crews free of scurvy and 
beri-beri. He found that heavily j

George C. Seybolt, 43, 
not a member of the family, is 
the president today—only the 
rixth chief executive officer in 
137 years.

How Reema Z. saw the error 
of her tactic, how she became 
1 an effective fighter for atheism 
j and routed the forces of reli- 
1 gion in the town of Chernav- 
chitzi. Byelorussia, was the sub­ 
ject of a long account in the 
newspaper “ Soviet Culture.” It 
was one of the many preach­ 


ments on godlessness that blos­ 
som in the Soviet press. 
The Soviet g o v e r n m e n t , 
though it tolerates religious 
worship, continues to fight re­ 
ligion by written and spoken 
w ord. 
Christianity 
is 
de­ 
nounced as a harmful myih, a 
survival of the past, a drag on 
the future, an impediment to 
“ Communism, the bright future 
of all mankind.” 
Trouble is, from the Soviet 
viewpoint, religion has been 
surviving better than it was 
supposed to when the atheistic 
Communists took power in Rus­ 
sia 40 years ago. According to 
a recent estimate of Metropoli­ 
tan Nikolai of the Russian Orth­ 
odox Church, 25 per cent of the < 
Soviet Union’s population of 
about 200 million are still re-, 
ligious. Other church represen- j 
tatives have placed the figure! 
even higher. 
About 2,200 young men were 
reported by the Metropolitan 
to be undergoing preparation; 
for clerical life. Western vis- j 
itors are constantly surprised 
to see the churches attended: 
not only by elderly people but 
by a fair number of the young 
as well. 
Whatever the fault in tech-j 
nique, Soviet authorities lately 
have indicated dissatisfaction 
with the progress of the war 
against religion. Calls for re­ 
doubled effort are frequent. 


In a recent issue of “ Com­ 
munist,” the monthly magazine 
of the Central Committee of 
the Soviet Communist Party, 
the Academy of Sciences of the 
USSR was taken to task for 
having “let all these years pass 
without making a scientific 
study of the reasons for the 
tenaciousness of religious an­ 
achronisms” 
in 
the 
Soviet 
Union. 
One reason often put for­ 
ward in the press is that writ: 
ers and lecturers on atheism all 
too often try to overwhelm be­ 
lievers with a barrage of scien­ 
tific arguments or adopt meth­ 
ods like the military march 
loosed against the church in 
Chernavchitzi by young Com­ 
rade Reema Z. 


Which is all the more reason 
why Reema’s change of tactics 
was held up by “Soviet Cul­ 
ture” as an example for others 
to follow'. 
The “ man of intelligent ap­ 
pearance” who took the anti­ 
noise stand turned out to be 
the head of the town school, 
and together they organized a 
long series of quiet lectures at 
the House of Culture to save 
souls from Christ. 
Teachers, agronomists and 
doctors w'cre mobilized to read 
papers with such titles as “The 
Origin of Christian Holidays 
and Rituals,” “The Vatican and 
Its Reactionary Essence,” and 


A‘In Gloomy Darkness.” 
A chemist obliged with an 
exhibition of how ‘fire from 
heaven.'’ weeping ikons and 
suchlike wonders can be in­ 
duced by human means. Local 
“sorceresses” and fortune-tell­ 
ers 
were 
exposed 
without 
mercy. 
The believers began coming 
in greater and greater num­

COPENHAGEN (UPD — You 
don t need a fortune to become 
a patron of the arts here. Sev- 
en-and-a-half cents will do it. 
This sum— about half a Dan­ 
ish crown— buys the least ex­ 
pensive item, a tiny ceramic 
souvenir, at a unique non-pro­ 
fit establishment founded 27 
years ago to assist struggling 
Danish artist who had no gal­ 
lery in which to display their 
work regularly. 


Today, the exhibitors’ roster 
at Den Pormanente has grown 
from an original 130 to 350. 
It 
includes 
such 
distinguished 
names as Sigvard Bernadotte, 
the Queen of Denmark’s broth­ 
er. who designs for a leading 
silversmith; furniture design­ 
ers Hans 
Wegner 
and Finn 
Juhl; ceramist Bjorn Wiinblad; 
and Kay Bojesen, the late sil­ 
versmith and toymaker, whose 
widow, Erna, now operates his 
workshop. 


Most of the artists and crafts­ 
men, however, are virtual un­ 
knowns, in keeping with the 
founders’ aims for The Per­ 
manent Exhibition of Danish 
Arts and Crafts. 


Some of them had to borrow 
from the exhibition’s loan fund 
to equip their workrooms and 
buy raw materials, according 
to general manager Asger Fis­ 
cher. 
Another emergency fund is 
maintained, he added, to buy 
outright from promising art­ 
ists. These items are stored bv

Brings Clients 


Back Alive 


MOSHI, Tanganyika (UP!) — 
"They don’t allow you any big 
mistakes in this business,” said 
George Walter Dove as he slap­ 
ped a clip in his rifle. “ Lose 
one client to a rhino, a lion or 
anything else and you’ve had 
your chips.” 


Dove, 40, has been a profes­ 
sional white hunter more than 
half his life. He has almost been 
killed twice but, thanks to his 
skill and long experience, has 
kept danger away from the men 
and women he takes out on 
hunting trips here in British 
East Africa. 
“ Frank Buck spoke about 
•bringing ’em back alive’,” Dove 
continued, “ and so do we white 
hunters — only we’re talking 
about our clients, not animals; 
fall down on that job and there 
goes your government license 
to operate.” 
Right now this pleasant-spo­ 
ken hunter with a blonde goa­ 
tee and Dali-type, 10-inch-long 
waxed mustache is working on 
“ just about the oddest deal of 
my life.” 
He has been hired to stand 
guard in the nearby wild bush 
area where Robert Taylor and 
other movie players are on lo­ 
cation for the adventure pic­ 
ture “Adamson of Africa.” 
“ There’s rhino, lion, buffalo 
and elephant around here,” 
Dove explained, “ and just in 
case any of ’em come around 
for Mr. Taylor’s autograph — 
or for Mr. Taylor—this rifle 
will be wanted.” 
Dove chuckled wryly. “ I’ve 
read about cops on the studio 
gates in Hollywood,” he said,

Britain Asks: 


What Makes 


A Good Girl? 


LONDON TPD — Britain has 
neatly dodged a chance to de­ 
cide once and for all the age- 
old question: 
What is a good girl? 
The question arose, although 
all concerned were trying to ig­ 
nore it, during discussions lead­ 
ing to the new “ street offenses 
bill’’ against prostitution. 
In Britain there is nothing to 
stop men and women from be­ 
ing as friendly as they like— 
providing there is no cash basis 
for the friendship. 
This gives police the ticklish 
job of picking the thousands of 
professionals scattered through 
the city from the even larger 
number of fun-loving girls sim­ 
ply out for “a good time” — a 
term which means different 
things to different girls. 
During the months of hear­ 
ings on which the new law is 
based, it was occasionally sug­ 
gested that a firm definition of 
a lady of the town might help 
the police and protect the inno­ 
cent. But those interested in 
this definition promptly found 
themselves 
facing 
a 
knotty 
problem: 
“Is money the only criterion 
of gain?” 
In other words: 
A girl who accepts money ha­ 
bitually for her services is a 
“bad girl.” (Agreed). 
But is she worse than a girl 
who accepts mink coats, dia­ 
monds, boxes of chocolates, 
theater tickets or dinner for 
the same favors? (Great con­ 
fusion). 
This discussion in and out of 
the hearings soon got out of 
hand. Someone even wanted to 
know the position of a woman 
whose price was marriage. And 
eventually it was swept aside in 
a wave of more practical sug­ 
gestions.

In Britain, Five Lucky Pubkeepers 
Get Their Licenses Free At Palace 


LONDON TP!) — Once each 
year London's five most privi­ 
leged 
pub 
owners 
present 
themselves — at Buckingham 
Palace, there to receive free, 
their annual liquor licenses. 
Other pub owners in Britain 
pay for their licenses, but these 
five are the “Palace Publicans,” 
whose places “verge on the Pal­ 
ace,” and they appear at Buck­ 
ingham by command of the 
Board of the Green Cloth. 
“Don’t ask me the origin of 
the board’s name,” said Edgar 
George Hoiles, owner of the 
Silver Cross, oldest of the “ Pal­ 
ace Pubs.” as he sipped his 
eleven o’clock glass of hock. 
‘The most popular theory is 
that the board originally con­ 
sisted of the palace caterers j 
meeting around a table that 
was covered with green cloth.” , 
However that may be, the; 
board started operations from j 
Whitehall Palace back in the 
days of King Charles I. In those; 
days, it had the power to pun­ 
ish by death any subject of the 
king who ran counter to palace | 
orders. 
Today, the board, administer­ 
ed 
by the Keeper of the 
Queen’s Household, remains a 
power—at least as far as the 


five pub owners who operate 
within 
walking 
distance 
of 
Buckingham Palace, are con­ 
cerned. 
Local police and health in­ 
spectors annually report to the 
bench of the “ Board of Green 
Cloth” on the condition and be-' 
havior of the five privileged 
pubs: The 
Silver Cross, The 
Ship, The Shade, Clarance and ; 
Whitehall Court. 
‘Palace pub owmers have no 
pow’er of argument before the; 
board,” said Hoiles, stroking 
his mustache. “ But we’d rather 
close down than not please thej 
board. You know' we’re very ( 
jealous of our visit to the pal­ 
ace. It lets us see the inside. 
Hoiles said he thinks the Sil­ 
ver Cross is the oldest public 
house in the country. The oth­ 
er palace pubs, he said, “ all j 
were rebuilt after 
Whitehall 
Palace was 
burned 
down in 
1698,” while the Silver Cross 
traces back to 1253, when it 
was known as The Hermitage 
of St. Catherine and was prac­ 
tically next door to the palace 
of Charles I. 
Charles decided to make The 
Hermitage a paying proposition 
by letting the building to Sir 
William Wade, who paid the 


King for the privilege of run­ 
ning it, Hoiles said. 
Wade built his family crest, 
a silver cross, into the masonry 
above the front door and made 
the inn into a gaming house 
and bordello for the dandies at 
court. 
‘It was because King Charles 
was financially hard up that 
the Silver Cross was turned in- 
to a gaming house,” Hoiles said. 
He noted that after the King 
was executed, the Silver Cross 
continued to do excellent busi­ 
ness 
during 
the 
reign 
of 
Charles II, under a new owner, 
Sir Joseph Craig. 
Craig was a noted builder 
who had the foresight to con­ 
struct the home of Nell Gvvyn, 
favorite mistress of Charles II, 
less than a stone’s throw from 
the pub.

He is Sgt. Joseph Dussia, of­ 
ficer in charge of the state po­ 
lice barracks here. His ability 
to “ manipulate” a safe is so 
widely recognized that 
vault 
manufacturers ask him to test 
their new burglar-proof mod­ 
els. 
Dussia’s lock tinkering began 
with a boyhood fascination for 
intricate mechanisms. A fter 21 
years as a state trooper, he is 
much sought after as an in­ 
structor of law enforcement of- 
ficers in the techniques of in­ 
vestigating safe burglaries. 
The 41-year-old sergeant has: 
picked locks and cracked safes 
by the hundreds— all on the 
right side of the law. He re-; 
calls one time when railroaders j 
“ cheered as if I had scored a; 
last minute touehdow'n” after 
he had mastered a safe th a t; 
contained their pay.

pectant mother to get a lay­ 
ette out of 3 trunk before she 
went to the hospital. 
He has picked locks on gam­ 
bling dens so quietly that raid­ 
ing officers gained access with- 
out alerting a “ lookout” just 
inside the door. Once, he broke 
into a cell at the Brookville, 
Pa., prison after it had jam ­ 
med. making it impossible for 
the jailer to bring in the pris­ 
oners’ food. 
Dussia takes a scientific ap­ 
proach to safecracking. He is 
contemptuous of criminals who 
blast, punch or pry their way 
into a safe.

City O f Lahore 
Historic Showplace 


LAHORE, Pakistan (UPI) — 
Ttys y o u n g nation’s second 
largest city, Lahore, is a his­ 
torical show place almost un­ 
known outside the Indian sub­ 
continent. 
The leading city of the Pun­ 
jab, Lahore boasts some of the 
finest tombs and mosques in 
an ancient land where the con­ 
struction of monuments used 
to be big business. 
Most notable is Jehangir’s 
tomb, a park-like estate, said 
to be the most beautiful Mogul 
project ever built after the 
famed Taj Mahal. 


Another tourist mecca is the 
Historic Lahore center from 
which the Moguls ruled this 
part of the world centuries ago. 
it offers a Palace of Mirrors 
(Shish Mahal), marble pavilions 
and such thought - provoking 
signs as “Elephant Walk” and 
“Here Stood the Eunuchs.” 
Situated in the heart of the 
lush Punjab some 600 miles 
northeast of Karachi and only 
a few miles from the Indian 
border, Lahore today is a ref­ 
ugee-crowded city of almost a 
million and half persons. 
Partition of the Indian sub-! 
continent in 1947 sent thou-! 
sands of Moslems to Pakistan, i 
L a h o r e ’s population nearly 
doubled, and b l o od y riots 
rocked the Punjab. Ten years 
of Moslem rule has brought 
peace to the city. 
Lahore, which is about 2,000 
years old — no one knows for 
sure—now represents a curi­ 
ous mixture of old and new. 
Over the centuries it has been 
conquered 
by 
the Afghans, 
Moguls, Sikhs and the British. 
Each new set of rulers left 
some imprint, with the Moguls 
and the British, perhaps, leav­ 
ing behind the most obvious 
accomplishments. 
The city is a patchwork of 
wide a v e n u e s and narrow 
lanes dotted with picturesque 
mosques and smokestack-like 
minarets. Certain areas look 
as though they were snatched 
up from some English village. 
Others could only be found in 
the over-populated sections of 
Asia. 
Of the large cities of the 
modern w'orld, Lahore is per­ 
haps the only one in which 
the horse and buggy has man­ 
aged to retain a prominent 
position. 
Two-wheeled tongas pulled 
bv plumed horses still provide' 


one of the principal means of 
transportation. 
Lahore is also noteworthy 
as the place where Rudyard 
Kipling worked on the Civil 
and Military Gazette. 


Kipling's 
f a m o u s lines— 
East is East, West is West and 
never the twain shall meet”— 
is an anachronism here. His 
former newspaper now prints 
the comic strip “ Lil Abner” 
and Lahore citizens religiously 
study the happenings in Dog- 
patch. 


The city is Pakistan's con­ 
vention city and annually plays 
host to several gatherings. I t , 
is hot in the summer and is 
perpetually over-crowded. 
It is the nation’s educational 
and cultural center and con­ 
tains several universities and 
colleges. It is also the capital 
of West Pakistan and the loca­ 
tion of the supreme court. 
Many of its residents regard 
Lahore as Pakistan’s best eom-

munity. Many of them refer 
to burgeoning Karachi as “ that 
little seaport town.”

Th e y Represent Sport, Profits 


TORONTO, Ont. (UPD — Con­ 
servation officers are counting 
noses — moose noses — in the 
bush country of Ontario. 
Each nose represents $475 to 
the Canadian economy as well; 
as a lot of meat and sport for 
the successful hunter. 
The Ontario Department of 
Lands and Forests said hunters 
spend an estimated three mil­ 
lion dollars a year 
on 
their 
moose hunting. 
It is also estimated that the 
total value of this cash crop is 


38 million dollars. Preliminary! 
reports figure that Ontario’s to- j 
tal moose population is about1 
80.000. 


The province received $364.- 
883 
alone 
from the sale of 
moose 
hunting 
licenses 
to 
about 22.000 sportsmen last 
year. Indirectly, it also bene-' 
fits from such items as money 
spent on guides, outfitters, am­ 
munition, 
guns, charter air 
service, food supplies, refresh­ 
ments, gasoline, tolls and so on. 
In Ontario, therefore, moose 


hunting is big business. The 
moose population itself is larg- 
er than ever before and grow­ 
ing all the time.
